A DisGRAcErUL DIsTURIANCE 
AND THE PUNISHMENT THEREFOR. 
-—UOn the return Tuesday evening of 
the procession from the funeral of 
Mayor Separk a number of negroes, 
principally youths, actuated by some 
unexplained motive, commenced a 
most disgraceful disturbance in the 
front of the column, laughing,shout- 
ing and otherwise behaving unseem- 
ly to the occasion. 

Mayor Manty, Chief Marshal of the 
city, at once sent foward a detach- 
ment of bisinfantry as special police- 
mentoarrest the parties and puta 
stop to the disturbance. All of them 
escaped, however, except a negro 


man uamed George Dickson, 
one of principal distur- 
bers, who was” arrested and 


locked up in the guardhouse and 
yesterday morning was sentenced by 
Mayor Stronach to 6” days confine- 
mentin jail for the offence. Other 
parties engaged in the affair are 
known and will be arrested and simi- 
larly punished. Weare glad to see 
these parties so summarily dealt 
with, for ifa funeral procession is to 
be insulted by a rabble, what protec- 
tion could be expected in a commut 
nity? We cannot conceive 
motive actuated these negroes, as it 
Wasa gross insulttothe memory of 
our late Democratic Mayor. 


RESIGNATION OF Dr. W. J. Haw- 
KINS.—At a meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Raleigh and Gaston 
Rail Road Co., held last evening in 
the company’s ofiice in thiscity, Dr. 
W. J. Hawkins tendered his resigna- 
tion and retired from the room. 

The following resolutions were in- 
troduced by P. C. Cameron, and 
seconded by Maj. G. W. Grice: 


Whereas, Dr. W. J. Hawkins, 
who has been for nearly a quarter of 
acentury the president of this corm- 
pany and connected with the Inter- 
nal Improvement interest of the 
State, being admonished by his fail- 
ing health and advised by his physi- 
cians of the necessity ofa more quiet 
and retired life, has resigned has said 
office, itis proper that in accepting 
his resignation that this board 
should manifest their appreciation of 
his past services and their regret that 
they can no longer be given to the 
company; Therefore, 

Resolecd, That we aecept with re- 
gret the resignation by Dr. Hawkins 
of his said office, and assure him of 
the pain with which we have learned 
the causes which have rendered it 
hecessary. 

Resolved, That in the discharge of 
the duties of the high and responsib’e 
position whieh Dr. Hawkins has 
held in this corporation, he has, for 
nearly a quarter ofa century, been 
faithful to its interests and has dis- 
played a financial skill, and discrim- 
inating foresight and an executive 
ability which has greatly contribut- 
ed to its success and usefulnes:. 

Resolved, That in the retirement of 
Dr. Hawkins from the Presidential 
chair, he carries with him the un- 
diminished confidence of the Board 
of Directors who haveimplicitly relied 
upon his wisdon: aud experience in 
the management of the ailsirs of the 
Company, and they express fhe 
hope that his tailing health 
may be restored and that he 
may be spared for many years Of usec- 
fulness to his family, his State and 
to this Company. _ 

Resolved, Thatin the retirement of 
Dr. Hawkins to private life the In- 
ternal Improvementand Railroad in- 
terests of the State will lose one of its 
earliest, most intelligent and unflag- 
ging supporters, and our business 
community one of its most liberal 
and enlightened co-operators. 

Resolved, That a copy of these res- 
olutions be presented to Dr. Hawkins 
by the Secretary of the Company and 
spread upon, the minutes of the 
Board. 

The resolutions were accompanied 


by feeling and appropriate remarks 
from Messrs. Cameron and Chamber- 
lain, expressive of the eminent ser- 
vices rendered by Dr. Hawkins in 
his management of the affairs of the 
Company, and the regret of the 
Board at his retirement, and also of 
the high esteem and confidence in 
which he was held by the Board and 
the Company. 

Dr. Hawkins having also tendered 
his resignation as President of the 
Raleigh and Augusta Air Line Rail 
Co., similar resolutions were adopted 
by the Directory of that Company. 

The resignution of Dr. Hawkins 
takes place on the 1st of October, and 
a meeting of the Directors of the two 
Companies has been called for Sept. 
29th to elect his successor.

cool weather is having the effect of 
moving them off. Several families 
are billed however ’till the first frost, 
and the season will not close before 
the loin of Oetober. Dr. Elliott still 
maintains his ‘** high feeding”? repu- 
tution, and everything seems more 
attractive and comfortable now than 
at any time during the season, 

At Hickory the hotels are full and 
while many of the visitors that came 
early have left, their places are sup- 
plied by a second crop. Both the 
Western and Central hotels have 
done a large business this season and 
weare glad to learn that they have 
given entire satisfaction. lIlickory 
is destined to be the great Piedmont 
suminer resgrt of the West, from the 
fact that the citizens of the town take 
a lively interest in the matter and 
eXert themselves to render the stay 
of visitors pleasant, agreeable, and 
comfortable. 

[ learn there isamoyementon foot 
for the organization of a joint stock 
company to purchase the site of the 
celebrated Flowers Springs in Cale- 
well county, eight miles distant from 
Hickory, and-erect thereon at once a 
mammoth hotel, equal in every par, 
ticular toany of the Virginia resorts, 
The waters have been thoroughly 
tested by scientific men, and are said 
to be equal toany inthe south. There 
are three springs, within a few feet 
of each other, White Sulphur, Red 
Sulphur and Chalybeate. The site 
for the hotel and grounds is as beau-

TRUSTEES’ MEETING.—The ‘Trus- 
tees of the University held a meeting 
in this city on the 31st ult., present: 
Governor Brogden, President ex- 
officio, and Hon. B F Moore, Rev. Dr. 
Neill MeKay, Messrs. P. C. Cameron, 
D. M. Carter, W. T. Faircloth, John 
Manning, John A Gilmer, Hon. Jno. 
Kerr, H. Clay Thomas and Kemp P. 
Battle. 

The committee on contributions 
were directed to submit to the friends 
of the University (in addition to the 
modes of subscription already adopt- 
ed,) the opportunity to subscribe not 
less than $1,000 for the establishment 
of endowment seholarships, the sub- 
scriber upon payment to be entitled 
to name one student for each $1,000 
subscribed upon terms to be prescrib- 
ed by the committee. 

[t was resolved that the trustees will 
receive donations to found professor- 
ships or schools at the Univesity, 
suflicient in amount for the annual 
interest to pay the salary of a Profes- 
sor, With the privilege to such con- 
tributor to bestow his own name or 
other j appropriate title upon such 
professorship. - 

The Committee on Contributions 
was continued, withthe appointment 
of D. M. Carter in place of Hon. W. 
A. Graham, deceased, and it fs con- 
templated forthe committee Lo ap- 
point an agent for the purpose of soli- 
citing contributions, 

A committee Was appointed to as- 
certain and report a list of the appa- 
ratus illustrative of Natural Philos- 
ophy belonging to the Engiveering 
Department and to the Mineralogical 
and Geological Museums, with the 
view to have them repaired and ad- 
ditional apparatus &c., provided. 

An able plan from Major F. H. 
Camerou, Vice-President of the N. 
C. State Life Insurauce Co., suggest- 
ing a plan for raising an endowment 
for the University on the principles 
of lifeinsurance, which was favorably 
considered aud referred to the Com- 
mittee on Contributions. 

Mr. Cameron, Chairman of the 
committee on Repairs, made an elab- 
orate report showing that the repairs 
are nearly completed, the cost hav- 
ing been less than theestimates. The 
thanks of the Board were returned to 
him for the ability, judgment and 
economy with which he had perform- 
ed this duty. 

Owing tothe fact of there being 
only a bare quorum, the election of 
President was postponed to the an- 
nual meeting in December, 

A communication frem Ed. Gra- 
ham Haywoood, Bag., touchiag an 
appeal pending in the Supreme Court 
of the United States in case ain which 
University is largely ioterested, 
which was dismissed by the Circuit 
Courtof the U. S., for want of juris- 
dictions, was referred to the Execu- 
tive Committee,as were variéus other 
questions relating to the welfare of 
the University. 

The followiug resolutions of respect 
offered by Hon. B. F. Moore, 
to the memory ofthe late Hon, W. 
A. Graham were adopted : 


Resolved, Thatthe Board of Trustees 
of the University of North Carolina 
have received the official anuounce- 
mentofthe death of their honored 
colleague, Hon. Wm. A. Graham, 
with the most profound sense of the 
irreparable loss which the State and 
the University have sustained in his 
decease. 

Resolved 2d, That the untiring 
zeal and great liberality with which 
@ov. Graham devoted his efficient 
labors to the service of the Uuiversity 
during a long life, and especially to 
its revival in later years, entitle his 
memory to be enshrined in the 
hearts of all who love the University 
and the cause of higher education in 
North Carolina, aud the University 
will gratefully preserve the mem- 
ory of bis illustrious character asa 
patriot and statesman, and his high 
devotion to and affection for his 
Alma Mater amongst ita most cher- 
ished treasures, 

Resolved 3d, That these resolu- 
tions he entered on the minutes of 
the Trustees. 


We learn that the remarks of 
Judge Kerr on the adoption of these 
resolutions were  peculiarily  elo- 
quent and feeling. 


RESOLUTIONS OF RespecT.—The 
Committee from the Board of Alder- 
men of this city, appointed to draft 
resclutions of respect to the late 
Mayor Separk, submitted the follow- 
ing, which were approved :

—The ladies of this country who have 
been so greatly abused for wearing 
the ‘‘pin-back”’ skirt will feel reliev- 
ed at reading the following from the 
London Saturday Review : 


To a country gentleman accustom- 
ed to his woman-folk iu fresh muslin 
and clean prints, itis not a little sur- 
prising to be taken to the homes of 
some of the literary and semi-artistic 
families living in and near London. 
An atmosphere of moldy decay per- 
vades the house, which is painted in 
dark green blues, The walls are 
hung with every conceivable absur- 
dity—sconces where no candles are 
ever lighted, gongs which. are not to 
sound, curtains which have no pur- 
pose and give the air ofan old clothes 
shop. Whole dinner services of 
china are strung on the staircase, and 
everything is covered thick with a 
black, oily dust made by smoke, 
sinuts and fog. 

‘The poor girls try to dress in a way 
which they fondly believe to be 
artistic, and end in looking like rag 
dolls. They tie the refuse of Cairo 
round their waists, and whisps of 
strange fabrics round their necks. 
Peacock’s feather’s eye us from un- 
accountable situations, and frills of 
old lace, so dirty as to be almost nasty, 
garnish the throats which would look 
much better in clean linen collars. 
But clean linen collars and cufts have 
unfortunately no tone; they are in- 
compatible with artistic dressing. 
Then, too, tidy hair is inadmissible. 

There is another style of artistic 
dressing which when badly done is 
almost as offeusive as the withered 
style. We may call it, for want of a 
better name, Free Classie. It is 
venerally adopted by short, fat people 
with high shoulders. It consists for 
the most part of shapeless, cream- 
colored cotton or woolen rope, with 
agold girdie. On stout figures the 
eflect is by no means aitractive. A 
model attired in a nightgown which 
has been properly dam and 
draped no doubt looks very well, but 
a nbightgown over a_ reasonable 
amount of undergarments is merely 
ungainly and shapeless. Dresses of 
this must be ei. her ugly or 
indelicate. Good artistic and good 
fashionable dressing both involve ex- 
pense, and neither of them can be 
well carried out without thought, 
knowledge and money.

REVOLUTIONARY CAPERS. 

From the outgivings from the 
Radical leaders there is no question 
that they have cogitated and will 
carry out if they can, the most high 
handed measures to obtain tne or- 
ganization of the Convention. The | 
effort to exclude the Democratic 
members from Robeson county is a 


part of the plan and the attempt to | 
bring that about by judicial interfer- | 
ence has just been made, with what 
result we do not know at the time of 
writing,since Judge Settle was uot at 
present in Greensboro on Monday. 
It is said, too, that the Secretary of 
State, upon whom the duty of or- 
ganizing the Convention may de- 
volve, has declared veryemphatically, 
that he will not administer the oath 
to the membersfrom Robeson. Such 
a declaration in advance, showing a 
determined prejudgment of the case, 
should exclude him from the per- 
formance of so responsible a duty. 
It is a declaration made in the in- 
terests of party, and should be met 
by most emphatic protest. 

But the most ultra of all ideas yet 
advanced is the expressed determin- 
ation of the Secretary not to admtn- 
ister the Oath prescribed by the Act 
calling the Convention. Was there 
even a more high handed and une 
warrantable suggestion? JZ he Act 
is a complete instrument in itself. It 
cannot be taken to pieces and used 
as convenience may suggest. Its 
parts cannot be dissevered and used 
separately. The Convention owes 
its existence to the act, and its 
legality depends upon the strict 
observance of all its provisions. No- 
thing in the act was more deliber- 
ately and carefully considered than 
this oath which was framed with 
reference both to preserve unimpair- 
ed the obligations of North Carolina 
to the general government, and to 
secure observance of those features 
of compromise upen which alone 
the bill calling the Convention was 
finally passed. 

Nowhere else than in the Radical 
party, and under no other code of 
ethics than that taught by the rad- 
ical school, could a proposition have 
been heard to set aside an obliga- 
tion so binding, for the purpose of 
substituting something else, the 
creature of convenience and the 
doorway to the most unauthorized 
license.

The Republican brings up to the 
su sport of its theory of innocence, a 
long letter from Ga., to show how 
perfectly harmless was the negro in 
the recent Georgia excitement, and 
how wicked it wasin the white man to 
pretend to be scared and take steps 
to protect himself, According to 


. the writer, the negroes were only 


preparing for the Presidential elec- 
tion (fourteen monthshenee). “To 
accomplish their objects, they com- 
bined and formed an organization 
called the United States Band of 
Brethren. To become a member, it 
is necessary to be a colored man who 
must swear that he is not, nor will 


be, under promise to help the Dem- 
ocrats in the next election; and far- 
ther, that they will obey the United 
States. * * * * The organi- 
zation is semi-military and politica! 
and ealculated, and I have nodoubt 
intended, to hold the colored vote fcr 
the Republican party,” 

The organization went so far as 
to embrace a military district of 
nineteen counties, under a general. 
They met at Sandersville for the 
purpose of holding aconvention, af- 
ter sending a military order to the 
Sheriff of Washington county to 
have the Court House opened and 
cleaned on a certain day, for the use 
of this conventior. This wasrefused. 
It is most likely that disappointment 
and mortification urged them to 
revenge, and the possession of arms 
and practice in the dril! gave them 
confidence to meditate the under- 
taking. Certain it is that the plan 
was concocted, and would have been 
carried out but for timely exposure. 

But leaving aside the question of 
insurrection, which seems now to be 
all adjusted, it must strike any one 
curions in the workings of free in- 
stitutions, to observe the negro idea 
of suffrage. It is based not upon 
information, mtelligence, discuss ion 
liberty ofindividual action, but upon 
brute force, armed organization, im- 
plicit obedience to orders blind, sub- 
servience to party interests. The 
negro vote is really an army of dan- 
gerous ignorance wielded by the 
party now in possession of the ad- 
ministration for the retention of its 
hold upon office. It is that same 
influence which has banded the 
eighty thousand negro votes in North 
Carolina in one solid column, and 
enables the Radical party to ride 
down with brazen front the superior

The negro Major General, Prince 
Rivers, of South Carolina, is charged 
by the negroes as being at the bottom 
oftitall, The leaders were 
negroes, Joe Morris, of Burke, and 
-Cordy Harris, of Washington. The 
utmost tha, would have resulted 
would have been the murder ofa 
few whites and the death of many 
negroes, and something fresh for the 
outrage organs, ‘The absurdity that 
the affair was a conspiracy of the 
whites against the negroes is too ap- 
parent to need denial. The negroes 
in the section where this trouble had 
birth have been meeting and drilling 
for some time, and they evidently 
meant mischief. ‘The larger number 
of them will be released, the ringlead- 
ers tried and punished according to 
law. There will be no lynch law, no 
undue severity. | 

There has been comparatively little 
excitement, and no alarm. ‘The ne- 
groes are net disposed generally to 
violence, and the whites are too con- 
scious of power to be alarmed alany- 
thing a few crazy ones may attempt. 
Outside of the infected district they 
were never mcre peaceable, 

lt is said a ietter was found from a 
white Radical of promineuce, which 
indicated that he was xcqoainted 
with the plot, but I cannot say posi- 
tively that this was the case, and 
doubt it, I hold to the view already 
presented, that a few plantation ne- 

roves, led by that wicked fool, Joe 
Morris—who seems to have been act- 
ing in concert with Prjnce Rivers— 
were the concerned parties. All is 
quiet now, and will continue so.

He then took 
a pistol from an outer pocket coat, 
and placing itto his temple, fired. 
He fell partly on his face perfectly 
motionless. The spectators exclaimed 
“worderfully’’ and applause com- 
menced, when Doremas rushed for- 
ward exclaiming ‘‘Great God, gentle- 
men, he is killed.’? Many at first 
thought this part of the entertain- 
ment, but on lifting the body horrible 
truth became manifest. Dr. Ellis 
probed the wound and pronounced 
the case hopeless. He lived half an 
hour but never spoke. No cause was 
assigned for the terrible act.
